Early Saturday morning of this week at 
the home of his daughter-in-law, Mm. 
Geo. Dims at this place occurred the death 
of Mr. William Davis, Antioch's. oldest 

inhabitant. 

He wan barn in Bradford, England, on, 
the twelfth day of September in the year 
of 1807, andpaswl away on tbejlilrty-first 
day of August IUC7. at the advanced age 
or Ufl.yeari II monlh and 19 days. Had 
he been permitted .to live twelve days 
longer be would have parsed the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of ■ his birth, an nge 
that ii attained by, very, few. 

For a man of his' years he had always 
been unusually strong and active and could 
be fteen most any day riding about the 
AtreclH, until about two years ago he had 
the misfortune to full thereby injuring his 
hip, from which be never recovered and 
ii nee .that time lie has been confined to 
Ihfl house with gradually failing health 
until death came to relieve him of his suf* 
ferings. 

He married to Miss Mary Bartlett in the 
year of 1840 and he and bis wife having 
decided to try their, fortune in Amerifn 
came to tbb place in the year of I860 and 
settled, on a fnrm on the western border 
of Channel lake and Iftre the couple made 
their home until the year of 1897 when 
■death entered the home and his life's com- 
panion whs taken away. Mr, Davis how- 
ever continued to live on at the old home 
residing with his sou George nnd family 
until the death of his son in 1004 when he 
moved with his daughter-in-law ■ to this 
plare to reside, after having lived on Ibe 
farm at Channel aboutforty-five years. 

Mr, Davis was of a quiet unassuming 
disposition, a man who made many friends 
and wa* respected by- his many neighbor* 
nnd by all with whom he has ever entered 
into miriness tranmclions; 

To Mr. iiml Mrs. D,i vis bix children 
-were born, three of whom he has seen [aid 
to rest. He U survived by three children 
one son, [Henry Dnvis-'df •Delevon, Wis., 
two daughters, Mrs. Wm." Frank of Chica- 
go, and Mrs, J. Bourn/of Trevor, twenty 
grandchildren and' two great grandchild- 
red. 

The funeral was" held at, the M. E. 
church at 10:30 o'clock Tuesday and was 
attended by many of his old neighbors 
nnd friends. Rev. F. R, McNnmer officia- 
ted at the lait sad rites, and the remains 
were laid nt rest beside those of his wife 
' in the Antioch Hillside cemetery. 



R, Hicks Predicts Phenomenally Un- 
pleasant Times During This Monlh 

Irl R. .Hicks, the St. Louis weather 
prophet, is of the opinion that September 
will be disturbed, If not phenomenally 
stormy. The astronomic outlooK, he says, 
strongly points to such results. 

In his forecast Mr, Hicks says 'that' 
storms will sweep progressively over the 
country from the^tb to the 7th of Septem- 
ber, ami that seismic shocks will lie felt In 
many' places within forty-eight, hours *of 
noon-of the ,7th. The second storm period 
will be central on the 0th, 10th and 11th. 
nnd this he calls "the annual crisis of 
magnetic unrest." He adds thnt heavy 
storms of rain, hail, wind nnd thunder will 
move out of the Northwest and be followed 
by a (treat change to cooler, with probable 
frosts. 

Severe storms are to he expected, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hicks, from the 14th to the 
18th. This he calls the' crisis of the au- 
tumnal equinox, with Jupiter, Saturn, 
Mercury, Vulcan and Venus 'Jail central in 
disturbing energy." Ho adds that "this 
period' and thin, whole central part of the 
month is full of perturbing causes and 
phenomenal possibilities," and that "the 
chances are that general '. storms and at- 
mospheric unrest will continue until 
after." ' 

Another storm period is predicted for the 
20th-22d, the forecaster adding that mnny 
volcanic and seismic convulsions also will 
be reported within forty-eight ■ hours of 
sunset on the 21st. Fierce gales and nn 
"almost, early winter out of the North* 
west" are alio among the probabilities. He 
says that "all the lake regions, especially, 
should , beware of these storms and the 
change following."^ 

The fifth storm period, according to Mr. 
Hicks, will be central on the 27th, and its 
cnlmitmting days will-be Friday to Sunday, 
27th to 29th. There will then be a change 
to warmer, with falling" barometer, with a 
return of marked storm conditions.' 

■The forecast closes with the' statement 
that there will be a notable incrense of sun 
spots, and that "unless there ia.u compen- 
sating resultant of warring forces that we 
can n nt now see; the meteorological record 
for September, taking the whole world 
over, will approach the phenameual.*'

. Letting the shot gun that be carried fall 
from his hands to the open work of the 
bridge near Beach station, .on the North- 
western railroad, three miles north of 
Waukegan, Monday, 15-year old Merrilt 
Lyon, of 600 Water street, Wnukegan" 
received the full charge of the weapon 
under his right arm. 

He now lies at the Jane McAlister bos^ 
pltal critically injured,* His father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. Isaac- Lyons, were, 
called to the bedside again Tuesday jnorn- 
ing after nn all nlgbt vigil. 

Monday Lyon went to visit with n for- 
mer neighbor boy, George Bull, who re- 
sides ona farm near Beacli, niid the two 
were nut hunting. Lyons with a shot gun; 
When Lyons let the gun fall -to the bridge 
the hammer of the weapon did its work 
nnd the contents of one barrel felled the 
hoy to the flooring of the bridge. _ - 

Young Bull summoned aid at once and. 
at five o'clock the Larson & Conrad nm- 
bulance, with Dr. Knight, drove to Bench 
ami brought the young patient back to 
Waukegan, where he was removed to The 
hospital. 

It is also claimed thnt young Lyons had 
both hammers of the shot giin.up and ready- 
to drop and that Bull had warned hi m 
against carrying his weapon in this dnn-. 
gerous milliner. He did not heed this 
warning! and when the two were \ resti ng 
on the bridge, set the ham'mer of one joT 
the bnrrels down by accident' with his foot, 
thus receiving the shot. 

Hi* injuries are critical but not neces- 
sarily fatal.

President A. Cr Frost" is . to keep bis 
promise, as always, totake up the matter 
of an extension to the lakes of the county 
after he has completed the main line of his 
road. 

It is definitely known that Right of Way 
"Agent -Robert D. Wynn of Wnukegau, has 
been viewing the grounds -for this exten- 
sion and it will only be n-umtter of time 
before surveyors draw the lines for the road 
and the nctual acquisition of (he hind 
begins. - 

In less than two years "if. is probable that 
electric cars will connect with every lake 
resort in the county, competing with and 
probably ousting the St. Paul nnd tlm Wis- 
consin Central and tripling the transporln- 
tion conveniences, to the summer plnces. 

The route that the road will take is un- 
certain. It may .he builCaB a spur to the 
Liberty ville branch which is already in as 
far. as Rockefeller, 'Or-' it maybe an ex' 
tension of the old Waukegan, Fox Lake 
and Western railroad, which operates on 
Washington street, Waukegan. Or it may 
bo extended froiu some other point. , 
, The probabilities are, however, that it 
.will be an extension of the Waukegan, Fox 
Lake and Wostenvas if the deal between 
Messrs, Frost and Wynn is correctly re- 
called one of its provisions was that the 
Wyno road should receive the extensions to 
the lakes at. first intended. 

The project fpr the extension has not-yet 
assumed definite shape and only a prelim- 
inary view of the ground has been taken, 
' The. lake line would be important us its 
end would finally be Rockford, it is prob- 
able, where it could connect with the down 
state interurban system so that trips to 
Springfield/ St, Louis and other points by 
trolley; would be easy matters to arrange.— 
Waukegan Suu.

FARMERS PROTECT CROW 



State Institute Comes to His Rescue with 
Statement He is Farmers' friend. 

Tha Illinois Farmers' institute and allied 
organizations of farmers have taken up the 
cudgel in hehnlf of the birds. 

The crow bounty law, which wns de- 
signed to rid the state of these birds, does 
uot meet with the approval of this organ- 
ization of farmers, in whose interest the 
bill was declared to have beea drawn. 

The crow is classed by the inslitutentong 
with tlw hawk, the dove and the blackbird,' 
all of which are classed among the farmers' 
friends. 

In support -of this statement the . insti- 
lute goe3 on to prove by scientific evidence 
thnt thess 'Vlml* should be preserved nnd 
cared for rather than destroyed. 
, The sparrow is** the only outlaw which 
should be kilted. 

Considering the case of the dove, the in- 
stitute, in an official pronunciameuto. saysi 

"The United States Department of Agri- 
culture examined 237 stomachs of this bird 
and found that 90 per cent of its food con- 
sisted of seeds. Thirty-two percent was 
grain, but much of this was . waste grain. 
Weed seed makes up'G4 percent of.Ha an- 
nual food supply, and.thifi proposition 
varies but little during any month. In 
one stomach were found 7,500 sefidi of yel 
low sorrel, in anotherC.400seedsof fox-tail 
and a third had eaten 9.200 seeds of -.various 
weeds. These three ^doves, took "23,100 
prospective weeds - a way from the farm. 
The doves destroy great quantities of the 
seeds of pigeon grass, rag- weed, smart- 
weed, blind-weed ami many other kinds. 
Every time a farmer kills a'dove he sacri- 
fices one of his best bird friends. The few 
biteB of flesh it furnishes are no return for 
taking such a useful and inoffensive life."

January was sentenced to five years 
In the federal penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth, Kan, For three years January, 
who was only 22 -years old, was a 
model prisoner, and tbe sentence wns 
commuted for good behavior from five 
years to three years and eight months. 
Then with only .eight more months to 
serve January escaped. 

The next day Charles W. Anderson 
made his appearance In this city look- 
ing for work.

Quebec, Que.— A section of the now 
bridge ncrosa the St. Lawrence river, 
tlvu miles below this city, collapsed 
late Thursday, carrying scores of 
bridge workers and mechanics Into 
the water. It Is estimated that the 
loss of lifo Is at least 60 and may ex- 
ceed thnt number by 20, 

The bridge was about a mile and a 
half In length and half of It, Trom the 
south shore to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped Into the water, 
Nhiely men were nt work on this sec- 
tion of the structure and tho whistle 
had just blown at 6:30. for the men 
to quit work for the day when there 
came n grinding sound from the bridge 
midstream. The men turned to seo 
what . had happened and an instant 
later the cry went up "the bridge la 
falling." 

Few Have Time to Escape. 

The men mnde a rush shoreward, 
hut tho distance was too great for 
them to escape. The fallen section of 
the bridge dragged others after It, tho 
-snapping girders and cables booming 
like a crash of artillery. I Terror lent 
RettncBs to the feet of the frightened 
workmen na they sped shoreward, but 
only a few of them reached safety be- 
fore tho last piece of Iron work on 
the couth shore was dragged Into the 
river. 

Near the shore the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surraco 
of the water and eight workmen who 
remained above water were rescued 
and t liken to tho hospital at Levis. 
Mourning In the Villages. 

Theie is scarcely a family in the 
villages of St. Ronnifild and New Liv- 
erpool which has not been bereaved, 
while In some cases five and six men 
of a nlnslc family have been killed. 
From almost every house Is heard the 
sound of Is mentations of women. 

The disaster caused much excite- 
ment here and Is regarded us a na- 
tional calamity. 

Nothing Is known of the cause of 
the disaster. There was nothing or an 
^m toward nature reported thnt could 
givVthc slightest Indication during the 
past few days that the huge structure 
was in a dangerous condition. It was 
built on' Such Immense lines that it did 
bpLtieem possible It could break down. 
' Was to Be Wonderful Bridge. 

The' bridge was remarkable In that 
It was to bo the longest single span 
cantilever bridge in the world, tho 
length of the span In the center being 
l,S0f> feet, or 200 feet longer than that 
of the Firth bridge, at present the 
world's longest ainglo bridge span. 

The bridge was begun about seven' 
years ngo and it was to be finished In 
1003. Subsidies had been granted by 
the federal and provincial govern- 
ments and tho city of Quebec, and the 
estimated cost of the work was $10- 
000,000. 

The Phoenix Bridge ' company, 
of Pennsylvania, had the contract for 
the construction of the bridge, and 
was working from both aides or the 
.river. 

f Only 15 Bodies Found. 

: 'Quebec, Canada. — Seventy-nine men, 
it Is now fairly certain, lost their 
.lives when the Quebec bridge col- 
lapsed, and the bodies of nearly all 
of them are still held under the wa- 
ters of the St Lawrence by the mass 
of debris. 

Fifteen bodies He at the morgue 
awaiting the result of the coroner's 
inquest. Of the total of 79 dead or 
missing, 16 are skilled American me- 
chanics brought hero by the Phoenix 
. flridgc company of Phoenlxvllle, Pa., 
to work on the structural steel parts 
Of the irrldge. 



Injured Number Fifty— Intorurban 
Express Train Collides with Trac- 
tion Car and If Telescoped. 

Mntloon, III, — Fifteen persons wore 
klllud and about M Injured In a head- 
on collision between an Intontrban ex- 
press train, consisting of a motor car 
nnd a trailer, and a traction enr on the 
Mnttoon and Charleston electric llao 
at 10:30 o'clock Friday morning. 

Tho crash occurred on a Bharp curve 
ono mile west of Chnrloston, III. A 
confusion of orders recclvoil over the 
tulephono Is said to have been the 
caiise of the terrible accident. 

Tho cars nppronched each other at 
n high rate of speed and the Impact 
was so terrific that tho motor enr and 
trailer were telescoped by the traction 
car. There was no warning and few 
passengers hnd time to escape by 
Jumping-. The passengers, nearly all 
of them en route to the Coles county. 
fair at Charleston, were crushed or' 
maimed where they sat In their seats. 

Some of those who escaped death 
and were able to talk say the sceno at 
the wreck was growsomo. Tho dead 
and dying were Jammed together in a 
mass, Women were shrieking with 
pain and children were crying for 
mothers who were thought to bo 
among the dead. 

When the news of the wreck' 
reached Mnttoon special cars were 
hurried to the sceno and the dead and 
Injured were brought to the morgue 
and hospital here. Some of tho Injured 
are In a critical condition and there 
Is little hope for their recovery. 

The motormon of both cars Jumped' 
and neither was Injured seriously. The 
empty car, which -web used for haul-. 
Ing express, had no one aboard with 
tho exception of the motorman. 

Most of those killed were riding In 
the front end of the first car of the 
passenger train, used as a smoking 
compartment. 

Medical aid was summoned from 
this city, but In the meantime doctors 
and others had hurried from Charles- 
ton, a mile from the scene of the dis- 
aster. Tho dead and Injured were ex- 
tracted from the broken mass of tim- 
bers and seats. First aid was given 
the inuiniod and bruised and the dead 
were laid alongside the track. The 
victims could not be taken to Charles- 
ton, because the track wns blocked in 
that direction, and consequently were 
brought to this city, 

The line on which the disaster hap- 
pened Is but 12 miles long, running 
between Mnttoon and Charleston, and 
has but a single track. Telephones 
are placed every few miles, at which 
orders are transmitted to tho con- 
ductors nnd niolormeh of the cars 
passing over the road. A misunder- 
standing of one of these telephone or- 
ders Is said to have caused the dis- 
aster.

Phelps stokes, representing the' wo- 
rn en stockholders In tho Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph compa- 
nies, held a secret conference late last 
week on the strike situation, and took 
action looking; to a settlement of the 
difficulty. After the conference, ac- 
cording to tho printed stories, Miss 
Gould cabled to her brothor,' George 
J., .who "is la Europe, to como home at 
once. It Is reported that ho sailed last 
Sunday. 



Two Men Who Escaped from Joliet 
Still at Large. 

Chicago. — A posse of 100 men, 
led by Deputy Warden Henry Sims, 
is In close pursuit of. Harry Har- 
mon nnd "Eddie" Qulnn, convicts 
who escaped from the Joliet peniten- 
tiary. The men were believed to be 
trapped Id a box car at B render's 
Bridge, near Joliet, but thoy eluded 
their pursuers. 

The convicts left the car Just as the 
carriages conveying the poBse ap- 
peared in sight. A through fast- 
freight train on the Santa Fe was 
passing at the time, and the fugitives, 
risking their lives, boarded the train. 

The escape of the men was one of 
the most sensational prison flights in 
years. By means of n rope mode from 
strips of a sheet and an Improvised 
hook they scaled the high penitentiary 
wall, eluding the armed guards and 
sentries, and gained their liberty be- 
fore the alarm was given and posses 
started the search for them.

FOREMOST ACTOR OF AMERICA 
HAS PASSED AWAY. 



Death Not Unexpected— Family Are 

at Hit Dedtlde at New London, 

Conn., When the End Comet- 

New London, Conn.— Richard 
Mansfield, the best known actor 
on the American stage, passed away 
at Blx a. m. Friday at his summer 
residence, Seven Oaks, Ocean u venue. 
Death was directly due to disease of 
the liver, aggravated by compllcn- 
Uona. Dr. A. H. Allen, a local physl- 
cinn, who has been in charge since 
Mr. Mansfield's 'arrival here from Snr- 
unae Lake, N. Y., stales that death 
was not entirety unexpected, although 
this fact had not been mnde public, 

Mr. Mansfield's condition had been 
reported aB excellent. 

It wits stated- that ho stood the Jour- 
ney well from Saranac Lake nnd that 
ho was up and around his homo here 
until three days ago. Then a turn for 
the worse set . in and Mr. Mansfield 
was confined to his room. Thursday 
Dr. McClollan, of Pittsburg, wns sum- 
moned. Dr. Allen said Friday that 
lie had feared .the worst ■ for several 
days. 

There were several conditions "that 
prevented his getting well. Dur- 
ing the groat actor's last moments he 
lay In a condition of coma nnd did not 
recognize the loved ones at his bed- 
side. 

There wero proaont at the time of 
-his death his wife, his brother Fellr, 
his young son, George Glbbs, nnd the 
physicians and nurses. 

-The intense nervous -strain under 
which Richard Mansfield worked caus- 
ed a complete breakdown last spring 
while he was playing an engagement 
In Scran ton, Pa., though he had been 
In poor health for some time. Ho re- 
covered sufficiently to enable him to 
make a voyage to England. Tho Eng- 
lish climate failed to benefit tho actor 
and several weeks ago he returned to 
this country and wont to Ampersand, 
In tho Adirondacks, Mr. ManBflcld 
longed to be at; his summer home In 
New London,' Conn., and several days 
ago he was taken there In his private 
car.

Each lima you have visited tho 
doctor and lie has prescribed for you 
—In LaUri. You havo never known 
what ho has given you for the disease, 
and so each time you are-* forced to go 
to him again and give him an oppor- 
tunity to repeat his prescription — In 
Latin, and his fee — In dollars. 

If you ask the doctor why ho uses 
Latin In writing his prescriptions, why 
ho writes "aqua" when he meauB wa« 
tcr, he win give you a technical dis- 
sertation on the purity .of the Latin 
language, and the fact that. all words 
aro derived from It, etc. It' will ho a 
dissertation that you may not be ablo 
to answer, but It will hardly convince 
you.

With the translated prescription In 
your possession you have two 1 distinct 
advantages. You know what you are 
taking, and should you. wish to call 
some other doctor at. somo time you 
will bo able to tell him what drugs you 
have been putting Into your system, 
nnd also it you should havo tho sam'o 
tlsoasn again, you can. save yourself 
a visit to- tho doctor, and h'ls fob, by 
taking this translated prescription to 
tho druggist onco moro and having It 
rcfliiod. " :

Tho victims of the crowd's 
rage wero Joseph Harbison, who re- 
calved & fractured skull, and John Hat- 
ion, who was cut- and bruised, while. 
In shielding the men Mioses Mary 
Magee and Euln Ilooke received cuts 
and brulsea about the head and body 
and nro In 'a serious condition. 

Harbison nod Hntton came here 
from 8U Louis' to work In . a mine 
whore a strike Is In progress, Mon- 
day as they toft the telephone office 
they werb-set upon by a crowd, and 
were being badly beaten when the two 
girls rushed Into tho thick of tho trou- 
ble and, frantically pushing and shov- 
ing their, wny through about GO men, 
reached the victims, to whom tho 
young women were strangorB. 

The girls threw. themselves ou the 
prostrate men, protecting their heads 
and receiving* on their own bodies the 
kicks and blows of the mob. One of 
the men, who was wielding a piece of 
Iron, struck Miss Magee on the head.. 
Another piece of iron almost broke 
Mlso Rooko's arm. 

Finally police reached the scene and 
rescued Harbison and Hatton, Only 
one arrest was made. Harbison waB 
removed to tho mayor's office and 
later to QUI hospital, where It was 
found that his skull wns fractured. 

San Francisco.— The labor union 
pnrndb Monday resulted In the shoot- 
ing of two men by employes of the 
United Jlall roads at noon. Tho car inert 
were nttneked by tho nnraders and In 
sclf-dcfenso 'opened Are. The trouble 
Blurted at Ferry, where It Is stated a.
